Tuesday the 28th’ inst. between the hours of twelve and four, 
and every lawfwki¢ay thereafter till further notice, from such 
persons as are engaged in Trade and Manufacture (within the 
said City and Liberties, or within’ the County of Edinburgh, 
as the Act directs), or from any Trading Body Politic or Cor- 
porate, Company, Fraternity, or Society of Persons, whether 
Corporate or not Corporate, within the limits foresaid, who 
may be desirous, in terms of the statute, to be assessed by the 
said Commerical Commissioners. 
Such Persons or Public Bodies, &c, who incline to take this 
mode of assessment, are required by the Act to signify their 
intention to their respective Assessors, agreeably to. the form 
of the Notice, No. 15.to be delivered from the Tax Office, 
within fourteen days after service thereof, and within the same 
space to deliver to the Commercial Commissioners or to their 
Secretary, sealed statements of their respeetive Incomes.

Upon the report of Lord Cullen, and having considered the

Journeymen, by consent of the Masters, arg entitled to re- 
ceive 3s. 6d. for footing boots, the price of three shoes making 
for a pair of shoes with cork soles, and 6d. for every full hour 
they shall be detained by their Master waiting for work ; and 
with these variations to approve of the scale or table of wages 
furnished by the Masters, and to enforce the observance there- 
of upon all Master Shocmakers and Journeymen within the 
county of Edinburgh, under such penalties or other certifica-

Extract of a Letter from Sir Morton Even to Lord 
Geenvitte, dated May 13, 1799- 
MY LORD, 

I nave the honour of inclofing an Extraordinary 
Gazewe publifhed on Tharfday lait, ‘containing intelhi- 
gence trom the army of Italy. 

VIENNA—May 16, 1799. ; 

Fietd Marfhal Lieutenant Kaim, charged by Field 
Marthal Suwarrow, with the fiege of Pizzighetone, has 
fent his firft Lieutenant Runcle with the particulars of 
the capture of that place on the 1oth. 

“General Baron Sekendorff and Count Hohenzollern 
had previoufly furrounded the fortrefs with 2 {mall body 
6f troops, and with the afliftance of the inhabitants ot 
the environs had begun to conflract batteries. 

Onthe sth, Field Marthal Lieut. Kaim received or- 
ders to attack the place with his divifion, and to puth 
forward the fiege vigurouily, {0 the night of the sth, 
and during the whole day of the 6th, they worked with 
fuch difparch to conftruet batteries, that in the night of 
-the 6th fome cannon were mounted. 

Ofi the 7th, before day break, they began to attack 
“thé fortrefS, and ‘to throw in fofii¢ howitzers, the fourth 
-of which fet fire to a confiderable magazine of hay, 
firaw, and wood, which continued burning all the 


day. 
: Twa hours afterwards Field Marfhal Lieut. Kaim 
fémmoned the fortrefs.to farrender.. The Governor 
replied; that he had orders from his Government to de- 
fend himfelf, and that he cOuld'not enter into negocia- 
tion. ‘The fire was therefore contidued by our brave 
cannoneers with fuch fuccefs, that in the evening a 
fall powder magazine blew up, feveral batteries dif- 


mounted, and even the embrazures demolifhed. 


In the night of the 7th, and in the morning till 9 
o’clock, we continued our works in fuch a manner that 
our batterics were not farther than mufket fhot from the 
fortrefs. 

‘The fire in the town, the apprehenfion that a quan- 

tity of powder in the cafemates might catch fire, and 
“the proximity of our batteries connected by trenches, 
induced the enemy’s Commandant to fend propofals of 
‘negociation in writing to Field Marshal Kaim, by one 
of his artillery officers. ; 

The Field-Marthal Lieutenant fent the Quarter-Ma- 
‘fler General’s Firft Lieutenant into the fortrefs with 
the following capitulation; adding, that no change 
The enemy’s Com- 

mandant, after holding a council of war, required li- 
berty to return with his garrifon to France, and per- 
fitted in this point till ten at night. But Field-Mar- 
sfhal-Lieutenant Kaim having then informed him that 
he could wait no longer, the capitulation’ was agreed 
‘upon, and was ratified and exchanged on the morning 
of-the roth. The garrifon, although confilting of fix 
-huadred men and thirty officers, of whom two were on 
the Siaff, was commanded by a Captain. 

Ninety-five pieces of cannon, ammunition for a fiege 
.of fix months, provifions to fupply a garrifon of five 
thoufand men for fourteen months, and a great quanti- 
“ty of powder, were found in the place. _ 

This fiege colt us only one man killed and two 
‘wounded ! 

» {Then follows the capitulation, which stipulates, that all 
, the magazines, stores, &c. shall be delivered up, and the troops 
surrendered prisoners of war.] 

Field-Marfhat Lieutenant Kaim had orders to fol- 
"Idw the army immediately after the furrender of Pizzi- 
.ghetone. On thet ith he marched towards Toghera, 

where out army was pofted when the courier departed, 
and trom whence General Gottefcheim, who command- 
ed the advanced guard, fent our patroles to the envi- 
rons of Turin. 

The Raffian troops, with Karaczay’s regiment of 
“dragoons under the orders of General Dollen, have en- 
tered Tortona. ‘lhe enemy, after having been driven 
‘from the town by the Rufhians, threw themfelves into 
the Caltle, which is at fome diftance ; but it is blocka- 
_ ded as well as that of Milan. 

The General of Artillery Kray writes on the gth inft. 
that the garrifon of Maatua, reported to be twelve 
thoufand {trong, having learnt that the greater part of 
-the force that blockaded it had marched towards Pe- 
{chiera, made a general fortie ; but that on the 7th he 
had recalled eight battalions in canfeqaence of the com- 
plete evacuation of that fortrefs.. ‘This corps was ad- 
vantageoully employed at Roverbella under General 
“Elfnitz, who defeated the enemy on every fide with 
‘confiderable lofs, and took prifoners, a Captain, Aid-de- 
Camp to General Monet, a Lieutenant, and forty men. 

General Kray of the artillery, not being able to give 
an exact ftatement of his lofs on account of the extent 
of his pofts, has deferred making any return for the pre- 
fent. 
~ Our army diftinguifhed itfelf very much in refilting 
this fally, particularly in the commencement, when 
the enemy, infinitely fuperior in ftrength, had confi- 
derably advanced, and difcharged a briflc fire of artil- 
-lery. 

A fecretary of General Monet and a trumpeter were 
taken prifoners. The Field Marfhal Lieutenant Kray 
‘fent them both to Mantua, after delivering to them a 
copy of the capitulation of Pefchiera. At the fame 
time he fignified to the garrifon, that the cannonade 
which they had conceived to be.a fignal from the French 
army, and which had induced them to make this fally, 
was in reality the bombardment of Pizzighetone, of 
which the garrifon might convince themfelves by fend- 
ing one of their officers to the very fpot, 

At Pefchiera, befides what has been already men- 
tioned, eighteen pontoons of tin and  feveral waggons 
‘have been found. 

According to a report fromthe Archduke Charles, 
the enemy attacked on the gth curt. the advanced pofts 
of General Merveli, between Biberach and Gegenbach, 
and had taken fome hoftages from the latter place on 
his return. 

On the following day the enemy renewed his attack 
with more energy, and made our front polts rather give 
way, but retired to his former pofition. 

All the reft of the enemy’s line remained perfedily 
quiet. 

Extract of a letter from Sir Morton Eden, to-Lord Grenville, 
dated Vienna, Saturday; May 18, 1799. 

A courier arrived this morning from Marfhal Suwar- 
row with accounts of the further’ progrefs of the army 
under his command.—The head-quarters were, on the 
13th inft. at Tortona, the Citadel of which had only 
an inconfiderable garrifon. 

Gen. Moreau had colle&ted all the French troops 
which had been {cattered through Piedmont, and was 
encamped near to Alexandria, with about 17,0c0 men. 
‘I'he Imperial troops occapied Vercillion the Sefia ; 

Aroga on the fouthern. extremity of the Lage Mrz. | 


giore, and Jurea on the Dota Baitea. The advanced 
pofts were at Chillaffo, near ‘Turin; and the inhabi- 
tants of that part of the country had taken arms for the 
purpofe of aiding the Auftrians. ‘I'he Canton of Uri 
had rifen, and driven out the French; the Valais were 
alfo in arms, and Gen. Kaim had been fent with a con- 
fiderable detachment to fupport them, and furaifh them 
with arms, ammunition, &c. 

The greateft part of the Valteline was likewife in the 
poffeflion of the Auttrians. 

—BREST FLEE T.— 
ADMIRALTY-OFFICE— June 3. 

By advices which have been received it appears that 
the Childers brig and Succefs frigate had joined the 
Britith fquadron under the orders of Vice-Admiral 
Lord Keith, in the bay of Cadiz, on Friday the 3d 
of May, with information of the failing of the French 
fleet from Breft, and the Spanith fquadron from Ferrol ; 
that the morning of the following day the Brett fleet, 
confilting of 33 thips of war, had appeared off Cadiz, 
and that his Lordthip, withing rather to meet the ene- 
my under fail, than receive him at anchor with the 
Spanith fleet of 22 fail of the line in view, at anchor to 
leeward, and at no greater di(tance than 7 or 8 miles, 
had got under fail with his fquadron, confilting of 15 
fail of the line, to give battle to the enemy, and {tood 
off and on from the port of Cadiz; that during the 
courfe of that day the French feet, though fhips fent to 
reconnoitre had nearly approached the Britith tquadron, 
had made no attempt to attack it, or to form a janction 
with the Spanih fleet ; and that on the morning of the 
sth, the wind which had blown frefh all the afternoon 
of the preceding day, with cloudy weather, increaling 
to a perfect {torm, and blowing right on the fhore, he 
had loft fight of the enemy, excepting four thips of the 
line which had feparated, and which he had endea- 
voured ineffectually to cut off. 

That his Lordhhip had continued on his ftation until 
the gth, when he proceeded with his {quadron off Cape 
Spanrel, and having reafon to believe that the enemy 
had paffed: the Stiaits, proceeded on the toth into 
Gibraltar bay, where he is fuppofed to have anchored 
on the fame day. 

It alfo appears by advices from Gibraltar of the gth 
of May, that the Childers brig had joined Lord St Vin- 
cent on the 4th; that his Lordthip had in confequence 
taken the neceflary means for apprifing the Commander 
of his Majelty’s fhips of the enemy’s approach, and had 
made his arranyements with a view to collecting his force 
and purfuing the enemy, which had paffed the Straits, 
and proceeded up the Mediterranean in the afternoon of 
the 5th. 

An account has alfo been received, that the fquadron 
under Rear-Admiral Whitfhed, confifting of five this 
of the line, was off the Tagus on the 16th, and from 
the ftate of the winds would be likely to reach the Bay 
of Gibraltar on the 18th.

On the quettion for the fedition focieties bill being read 
a fecond time, 

Lord Hottanprofe, and oppofed the bill in a fpeech 
of confiderable length, in which he animadverted upon 
the conduét of Minifters, whom he charged with being 
the occafion of all the difcontents both in this country 
and the filter kingdom.

duty with more effect. 

Lord Hotzanp in a fhort reply, perfifted in his ob- 
jeGions.

EAST INDIES. 

The purfers of the following Eaft-India thips have 
received their final difpatches, with which they imme- 
diately proceeded to Portfmouth, to join their refpective 
fhips, vix.—Charlton and Afia, for Coalt and Bay; 
Woodford and Albion, for Bombay direét. The 
Hope, Warley, Hindoftan, Hope, and Duke of Buc- 
cleugh, for China. 

By the arrival of a whaler at Portfmouth, we learn 
that the following fhips were at St Helena on the 3d 
of April laft, waiting for convoy, viz. Lord Camden, 
Henry Dundas, Dover Caftle, Bufbridge, Good Hope, 
and Varunna and Atlantic, extra fhips. ‘The Admi- 
tal Gardner, from Bengal and Bencoolen, had arrived 
at St Helena, 

Yefterday an over-land difpatch from Bombay arri- 
ved at the Ealt India Houfe,dated the roth of January 
laft, at'which time the preateft tranquillity prevailed in 
India. The coaft of Malabar was perfectly quiet, and 
four Britith frigates were cruizing .in; txt direction.— 
Governor Duncan was about to vifit ‘thie? coalt to ad- 
ju(t fome political arrangements. 9 

TtPPOO SAIB. 

The French papers contain a letter from Bombay, 
dated March 21, which fays, ‘* Tippoo’ Saib, who 
was threatened with an attack from the force of the 
Company, at firft appeared difpofed to meafures of con- 
ciliation, and confented to farrender all the French of- 
ficers in his fervice. But though he pretended to fub- 
mit he was employed in making preparations for war. 
He perhaps expected that while the time was protract- 
ing in negociation, the French might be enabled to exe-} 
cute their plan of arriving in India with a confiderable 
force, and fupporting the project which he has long 
fince formed of deftroying the Britith empire in that 
quarter. Affairs are, however, brought to fuch a 
crifis, that this Prince muft now throw of the mafk.— 
Tippoo has 109,000 well difciplined troops, and does 
not give himfelf the trouble to conceal his defigns. He 
lately obferved, in anfwer to fome remonitrances made 
by the Company, that he knew what was due to his 
dignity and army. Every thing announces an approach- 
ing rupture.” 

By private advices frem Syria, by the way of Italy, 
we are affured, that fuch hath been the enthufiafm of 
the Jews, on Buonaparte’s inviting, them to their pro- 
mifed reftoration, that numbers from all parts flock to 
his ftandard, and that he has whole regiments of them 
training to war in his armits.—We are inclined to give 
fome credit to the {tatement; for, fome weeks ago we 
were informed by a refpectable Jew, that a friend of his 
(a perfon of the fame faith) who had not long before 
been in Egypt, told him that Buonaparte had _promifed 
to give the Jews poffeflion of Jerufalem, and to enable 
them to rebuild it, in confequence of which he had 
been joined by great numbers of them.—Svar. 








We are forry to learn by a Gentleman from the Cape 
of Good Hope, that Colonel Harvey Afton has been 
killed in a duel. An unfortunate quarrel with his of- 
ficers induced him to go out on two fucceflive days 
with the two Majors of his regiment. In the fecond 
duel he fell. Major Craigie was his antagonitt.

A letter from Vienna, dated May the 2oth, contains

At Sea, Lat. 23. South, Long. 90. East, 

Dec. 10. 1798. 
I wrote you from the Cape previous to our failing, 
which I hope you received, and. now aké the opportu 
nity of the Reafonzhle, returning tothe colony, to fay 
we are ali well. We have father been unfortunate ‘in 
our weather of late ; thank God, we have now got into 
the trades, and getting on quickly ; for three days toge- 
ther we were without a fingle fail fet, lowing a very 
heavy pale, io which we parted with two of our tran- 
fports, with our regiment on board. I will not attempt 
to account for them, but hope for the beft. 





Having received the London Gazette containing ac- 
counts of our fleets under Lord St Vincent, Lord 
Keiru, and Admiral Wuitsuep; as alfo of the 
Brelt and Cadiz fleets of the enemy, we have only to
